"All land* In which trusts sre thriving 
sre high tariff countries. The ciri of 
the tariff Is, In one way, to favor trusts; 
the sneers* of trade enmhlnstlnn depemls 
upon ll* ability lo suppress or greatly re* 
strain competition In ll* pnrtlcnlnr line. 

If ll cannot do this It Is a gat failure.' It 
Is obviously much easier to suppress or 
diminish competition In a single district 
nr country than In the whole world. It 
Is mnrh easier to make n trade combina¬ 
tion between producer* In one country 
than In nil eouutricsi and If high tariff 
keeps (Hit (lie competition of other land* 
so that the trust Is not exposed to as* 
saults from all over the world the tariff 
favors the trust to that extent. 

"This Is an ad vantage that the United 
Htatcs, (lermany and France have over 
the United Kingdom In the matter of 
trusts. If Kngland holds her home mar¬ 
ket and her foreign tittle In cotton goods, 
for example, ll Is not licenuse formal 
combinations have Iwen made to make 
her cottons the bent amt cheapest the 
world can Imr. but bemuse her supremacy 
In these manufacturers Is as yet unshaken 
In spite of nil her rivals have tloae to 
dec|M« ami widen the ehaaacl* lietwecn 
their own mill* ami every market. Though 
there are not trusts In tho United King¬ 
dom, ns the word Is understood among us, 

It does not follow that there are not 
sometimes Informal agreements had un¬ 
derstandings among business Interests 
Which Increase their power to meet com¬ 
petition; nml sometimes there nre com¬ 
plete amalgamations of very large enter¬ 
prises, like that of the Coats Company In 
thread manufacture, or of the Armstrong 
nml Whitworth engineering businesses, 
nml the results may lie somewhat the 
same aa those of a great combination In 
the United Htetcsor Germany. But tbe 
trust Idea has really made no headway In 
the United Kingdom. It waa tried when 
the Balt Union waa formed to control all 
the salt latercata of Great Britain, tint 
tho experiment waa a failure. Iluslacw* 
habits and Ideaa do not favor trusts, nml 
tbe well-known conservatism of' the 
people tend* to Imr out so pronounced an 
Innovation. There Is mi legislation 
against trusts. The law merely makes 
provision, as In other countries, against 
restraint of trade or traffle; but modern 
Britain has never yet found It necessary 
on this account to declare contracts null 
and void."

U Is hot easy to Hgnix* from the result 
of tV election In Maine any good pre- 
dlrthai of lj*e probable resnlt of the na¬ 
tional clectlnh In Novemlicr. Thin as are 
only comparable which are of the same 
nature In themselves ami their surround¬ 
ing*. 

As tV alio of an apple .cannot he com¬ 
pared frith the *lxe of a lotion, to give 
any adequate Idea If It Is a larae apple or 
not, oq the election of a presldcntal year 
cannot fairly tic compared with any elec¬ 
tion hntfliat of a presidential year. And 
with the particular lysnes and rliangf* In 
old parly lines canoed by the advent of 
Mr. llryan as a candidate for the presi¬ 
dency here can he no fair comparison, 
ami no comparison of any weight except¬ 
ing tB? comparison with the correspond¬ 
ing election of four years ago wMe Mr. 
MctUnlcy ami Mr. llryan were the presi¬ 
dential candidates as they are now, That 
1% the election held this week In Maine Is 
•inly comparable, (o get any Just Ideas of 
the probable trend of sentiment, w Ith the* 
corresponding gulteriatorlnl election of 
Heptember lfltHI. 

If this Is conceded, whlch we think will 
In* |he case with any fair minded man, 
then an analysis of the returns of then 
and now Indicate a Itcpuhllcan loss of 
alMuit II ppr rent, ami a Democratic gain 
of aliout-n |*er cent. As Maine Is a 
strong Republican state at all times, the 
only vain* of IIhwo per rentagrs Is In 
estimating what elTect proportional Re¬ 
publican losses and Democratic gains 
wlll have In the si»-callcd close or doubt¬ 
ful ntates. And here the doubt comes In 
If tile sentiment Is the same relatively 
over all |tarts of the country regarding 
the new Issues now before the people. 

That the ltcmncratic cause has *3 per 
rent more friends In Maine than It had 
four years ago Is plainly to Ik* seen. It 
Is also evident that the Republican cause 
Is supported by 11 per rent, less now 
than then. This showing of a large gain 
for llie democracy eannot In* Justly, It 
would seem, construed with pleasure by 
the Republicans, unless they have reasons 
to Iwlievc that the causes operative to 
pnslure this gain In 4Cline will not In* 
effective over the country as a whole, for 
a general Democratic gain of such a jnt 
cent. would make a landslide of thu close 
states to llryan, as decided as the landslide 
for Cleveland in I*'.>2 w hen the country 
was surprised that llarrlson was so 
thoroughly defeated. 

Wc do not take the view that there 
will In* any such per cent, of Dcmm-rallc 
gains throughout the country, from the 
facts, that In the far west It seems that 
the cause of silver Is losing Its hold upon 
the people to some extent, and also that 
In that section the spirit of Imperialism 
Is more favorably looked upon than In 
the cast. It must also In* taken Into ac¬ 
count that thu farmers have for three 
years liccn blessed with atmudant crops 
ami are more prns|N*rous than ever be¬ 
fore. While the sending of rains and 
sunshine at the pro,* r times and Inureded 
amounts to prod o-.* these crops came 
from a higher power i.aa the administra¬ 
tion ami cannot be alti United to Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley, any more than the successive luul 
crops under Cleveland could lie laid at his 
thuir, yet there Is an undoubted tendency 
for a prosperous man to hesitate to vote 
for a change and this Influence will tend 
to strengthen the Republican vote some¬ 
what. 

Therefore It would seem that nothing Is 
Indicated by the elections so far held that 
can throw any very bright light u|Mtn the 
result to be recorded in Novemlier, except 
tV fact that Mr. llryan Is w inning back 
a large part of those who left the Demo¬ 
cratic party lu ItMHl ami who are no 
longer scared by the free silver Issue, 
ami that it will lie from now on a debat¬ 
able campaign to be decided In Uie close 
or doubtful states. 

There are some straws of preredrnt 
that Democrats are taking some comfort 
In, but they are of course almost entirely 
without real value. One Is that no presi¬ 
dent has been re-elected siuce Grant, 
showing that the American |«oplc like 
changes In their presidents. Another Is 
that New York has regularly, since IMtiO, 
thrown Its electoral vote alternately every 
four years, Urst Republican aud then 
Democratic, and that this year, to keep 
this record of 30 years unbroken It should 
go Democratic. 

Among the recent Important political 
events, (aside from the Maine election 
which Is mentioned in another article) 
have liccn the letter of acceptance of 
I'resideot McKinley, the letter of ex-Hec- 
retary of Htate Richard niucy, and Hie 
New York state nominations. 

The letter of President McKinley Is a 
very lengthy document aud treats In a 
dignified ami statesmanlike manner of 
the issues of the campaign, ami Is au able 
defense of the administration. It will 
lie highly praised by lte|Nibllcans, and 
Democrats, while differing iu Ideas of 
puldte-policy, will concede It to lw the 
mast able Republican document that has 
thus far ap|N-ared. 

The letter of Mr. Olncy was a most 
seme arraignment of the administration 
and accused Mr. McKinley of Mug a 
“syndicate president . M As Mr. olney 
has ticca held la the highest estimation as 
a cl tires, lawyer and statesman, his stand 
fur Mr. llryan iu this campaign cannot 
he without material effect.

As chairman, of the committee 
which conducted the gas Inquiry, he made 
a state reputation. Take a trlpup to llos- 
ton, and you would In* surprised.

AWFUL 

Sweeps Over Acres in South Weymouth. 

Houses Burned and People Driven From Their Homes—Firemen Struggle 

Against Flames and Gale. 


A forest (In* that started la South Wey¬ 
mouth last Sunday, and which occasioned 
two alarms on Monday, was fanned Into 
life by the fl(?rce gale of Wednesday, with 
the result that an area of hundreds of 
acres was swept by the most destructive 
conflagration that ever visited this vicinity. 

Thehousesof David Maliar and Michael 
Ryan were totally destroyed and but for, 
tin* energy of the tin men, many others 
would have suffered a similar fate. Hun¬ 
dreds of persons were scattered around 
the outskirts of the burning area, having 
lN*en forced to fli*c from their homes 
threatened by the advancing flames. 

The Are commenced to rage early In 
the forenoon and hy 11 o'clm'k, was en¬ 
tirely twyond the control of the Arc de¬ 
partment* of Weymouth and Rockland. 
•An hour later It looked a* though nothing 
could In* done to prevent the flames from 
going through to lllngtiam and Cohassct. 
The heat was terrlflc and It was Impos¬ 
sible to stand w ithin ai^ eighth of a mile 
of the flames. 

The tlrst hint of trouble to reach the 


eltlxcna was the sounding of aa alarm 
from Rot *7 shortly before eleven o'clock 
railing the apparatus to the homes of 
Michael Rfiil.^iil David Mahar. The 
buildings Were prartlrally destroyed be¬ 
fore the dcna'rtmcnl arrived and the Are- 
men then Hire tlielr attention to the ire 
In the forert, which was spreading at an 
alarming rate. The flames fanned hy the 
terrlflc gain, spread with m awfnl rapidity 
and It waa toon apparent that all available 
apparatus would In? needed to make any 
Impression whatever. A general alarm 
was pulled In from Box Ofl, trailing the 
entire apparalua of the town to the scene. 
The resident! to the leeward of the con¬ 
flagration, were warned early by the In- 1 
creasing heat and a moke and by 1 o'clock 
had Iwgnn to leave their homes to seek 
places of. aafoty. Garden' hose, pall 
brigades, old arcUs, all were ntlllxed and 
at last the smoke became so dense that It 
was Impoaslble to remain la the houses. 
Hogs escaped from their pens and went 
scudding awny from the path of the ire. 
Horses, cattle ami other stock, were 


1 tamed loose and the dlstrirt {presented a 
spectacular appearance. 

The women and children were 
almoat distracted and swarmed along tlie 
streets, seeming to have no Ideas as to 
which way to turn In order to escape the 
flames which were round almut them In 
every direction. Some of these carried 
trinkets In their hands while others strag¬ 
gled with a trunk or Inix containing 
articles of value, and the sights'were 
both pitiful and ludicrous. 

The street railway paascs along Union 
street from South Weymouth to Rockland 
and It was Impossible to carry passenger* 
over tlie mute on account of tho smoke 
and the heat. The trolley wires were cut 
near llatlicrly post-ofllce and tho South 
Weymouth town line. Tills was neces¬ 
sary, and was done none to soon. 

No cars were run tictwrcn Rockland 
ami Weymouth from II a. m. to 3 p. m. 
and then the regular time was made, a 
short transfer Mng made at the Hath- 
erlv post office on ar.-eunt of the lire ap¬ 
paratus stationed there.

Weymouth Is atloeohltown; nature has 
done much to make it so; iNiaiitlful hills, i 
valleys and |smds. Our streets are mostly 
well eared for, and we have a fair share 
of Hue shade trees, although I regret to 
say some lofty elms have Mm sacrificed, 
(and In some cases needlessly so) for the 
eonvenlence of the street railroad. I«et 
us not forget that we are Indebted to oar 
ancestors of fifty or seventy-live years 
ago for the chief Iswuly of our town to¬ 
day ; they planted and wc enjoy tlielRWiity 
and thu grateful shade resulting from 
their labors. Do we appreciate what 
they did for us? and are we doing w hat 
we should to give more of our streets the 
shade, which ha* ( M?n a great blessing 
during our late heated term.

minute more, If they work quickly, to 
hitch to the apparatus. Four minutes at 
least Is wasted, and nearer six miuutc*. 

Now*, If the harness I* swung In the 
Iioumc, Uie llremeii get tho borers, rush 
for the engine hoese and place them un¬ 
der the harms*, taking ten or Ilf teen 
second*, or allowing even thirty seconds, 
to snap on tlie harness and start for the 
Are.

THE PEOPLES COLUMN. 

Mr. Kdltor: 

The object of this communication Is to 
call the attention of the ell Irens of Wey¬ 
mouth to a matter of public Interest, n 
matter In which the welfare of our |uthlie 
school* Is Involved. 

For several years I have In my vacation 
time visited the High school. This school 
sends young men to the college In which 
I have the honor to teach, and young men 
from the college have taught In the High 
school. Further I am a graduate of this 
school. It Is naturak .therefore, that I 
have taken an Interest In the school and 
have tried to Mod the cause for a condi¬ 
tion of things that has at times l>ccn pain¬ 
ful to anyone having the welfare of the 
school at heart. 

The town employs a superintendent of 
school* and n head-master for the High 
school, two men of marked ability and 
energy, men who arc expert In tlielr re¬ 
spective llelds, men who give tlielr entire 
time and thought to the cause of educa¬ 
tion. The town has a right to receive 
from these men the full lienellt of their 
knowledge and experience in educational 
matters. But as a matter of fact this 
lienellt Is not received. A majority of 
the school committee ha* the power and 
exercises the power of rejecting the 
recommendation of these two men In the 
appointing of teachers In the High scIiimiI. 
These two men after carefully consider¬ 
ing thu qualification* or several candi¬ 
dates may possibly err In recommending 
one for ap|M»lntment, hut I ask, are there 
any men In town who are better quail lied 
to Judge? The condition of things In 
this town Is analogous to what would 
exist In Harvard University in case the 
president of the university anil thu head 
of a department both desired a certain 
Instructor In that department and tlielr 
reeommenilatlon was often rejected by 
the board of trustee*. If that body of 
men, having neither the time nor the 
special training necessary for the proper 
examination of candidates, should Insist 
on appointing their own candidate In¬ 
stead, how long eoohl Harvard continue 
to tie what It is? 

The results of such a policy In this 
town have ticca perfectly, qathral. I am 
prepared to name teachers who lg recent 
years have taught In the High school suto 
Jects In which they themselves had never 
received Instruction; others who had re¬ 
ceived limited and inadequate Instruction. 
This Is bad enough, but sometimes It 
happen* that the committee, after having 
been fortunate enough to gut the services 
of an excellent teacher, fall to make any 
effort to keep him. I r have.. In inlnd a 
young man who had taught a year In thu 
High school with marked success and 
who wished a reappointment. The com¬ 
mittee deferred action so long that the 
young man In self-defense applied for nnd 
received n better |M>*itlon elsewhere. 
This unfortunate error on the part of the 
committee was soon followed hy another. 
They appointed as this man's successor a 
man who, according to nil testimony, had 
never tried to teach and had ny talent for 
teaching. Hllll the committee gave him a 
considerably larger salary than Ills suc¬ 
cessful predecessor bail received. 

Facta like these Justify tlie question 
whether In future elections to the school 
committee, It would not Ik* wise to demand 
of a candidate one of two qualification*: 
Hither that he should know more altout 
educational matter* than the su|H*rlntun- 
dent and head-master combined, or that 
lie should admit that lie prolialily knows 
less and Is w tiling to act accordingly. 

A loyal graduate of thu old North High, 
I, though not a citizen of Weymouth, take 
1 deep Interest In her sc hinds. Ik-alUing 
w hat an Important factor good schools 
are In draw ing to n tow n a desirable class 
of resident*, I do not hesitate to call 
attention to what I consider to be an 
Injurious policy on the part of the school 
committee Of the faculty of the High 
school I have n high opinion. I know 
that Mr. Itugliec and his associates, In 
spite of obstacle*, are dolug faithful ami 
efficient work. That they w ith the super¬ 
intendent may have a chance to work un¬ 
fettered and th*a place tlie school on the 
highest |MMslhle plane of excellence Is the 
sincere w ish that has prompted (he w rit¬ 
ing of this article.
